* Resource Description and Access (RDA) came along in 2010 as a result of a more than decade long
project by a group of people who wanted to improve AACR2. This group, called the Joint Steering
Committee, saw at the time that AACR2 does not fit the modern computing environment very
well, and does not take advantage of the internet & the ability to link data.

Basics (2010), explained that RDA demands precise data. Precise data equals machine readable
data.”
